NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 14th January, 2004 

S.0.61(E).—Whereas by the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Road Transport and High¬ 
ways Number, S.0.1437(E) dated 18th December, 2003 published in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part II, Section 3, 
Sub-section (ii) dated 18th December, 2003 issued under Sub-section (3) of Section 62 of the Bihar Reorganisation Act, 2000 
(30 of2000), the Central Govt, has appointed the 30th day of June, 2004 as the date on which die Bihar State Road Transport 
Corporation shall cease to function and shall stand dissolved; 

And whereas no agreement between the successor States of Bihar and Jharkhand has been reached for apportion¬ 
ment of assets, rights and liabilities of die said corporation; 

Now, diercfore, in exercise of powers conferred by Sections 62 and 65 of Bihar Reorganisation Act, 2000, the Central 
Govt, hereby makes the following apportionment of the assets, rights and liabilities of the Bihar State Road Transport 
Corporation between the States of Bihar and Jharkhand namely:— 

(i) The assets and liabilities should be based on the accounts as on the 31 st March, 2001 and would be divided in 
die ratio of sixty five to thirty five between Bihar and Jharkhand. 

(ii) The Bihar State Road Transport Corporation has a total of eleven divisions with associated depots, seven of 
which are locat ed in the territory of Bihar and the balance four numbers in Jharkhand. The division of assets 
and liabilities with regard to inventory (other than buses), fixed assets, field staff and stores located in the 
respective regions shall be on a “As is where is basis”. 

(hi) The Headquarter staff at Patna as also the Central Workshop at Patna would be divided in the ratio sixty five to 
thirty five. 

(iv) For die division of die staff between the two State Governments, the numbers as on the date of formation of the 
two States diatis, the 15di November, 2000 shall form the basis. 

(v) In respect of division of buses, the numbers existing as on die 15th November, 2000 shall be taken as the basis 
for apportionment in the ratio sixty five to thirty five. 

(vi) One or more representative of Government of Jharkhand can be associated wididie Bihar State Road Transport 
Corporation, for die transitional period, till division is complete, to help work out die modalities relating to 
division of assets and liabilities. 
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
